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Attended a meeting with representatives of 
the Office of Security and the U.S. Geological Survey regarding the use of 
[material in the making of sanitized maps for civilian departments and 


agencies. The purpose of the meeting was to discuss Interior's need for 
making an appropriate contact with staff members of the House and Senate 
Appropriations Committees pertaining to a Department of Interior budpt 
request for funds for facilities to accommodate this new program. It is 
anticipated that this Agency will alert Mr. Michaels, House Appropriations 
Committee staff, and Mr. Woodruff, Senate Appropriations Committee 
staff, to the fact that Interior officials will be in touch with them in regard 
to this, pointing out that the merits of the budget request are strictly 
a matter between the Committees and the Interior Department. 


I [ William McManus, formerly on the staff 

of the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee and more recently with the 
Washington office of General Electric, called to ascertain whether the 
Agency would have some of its people participate in a Federal Government 
seminar conducted in Washington by GE on 20, 21 and 22 March.
